AN EXTRAORDINARY SCENE

When we look over в тавр of Amerios and see а multitude of 
forte marked down slong the Indian frontier, we neod wonder ro 
more where all the money has c»me from to build them, or how 
soldiers enough are found to occupy and defend them; for the fe 
is, they are not forts at all as the term is usually understood. They 
are merely s few hast ly-built houses, sufficiently strong and com- 
modious to shelter, as in the case of Fort Kearney, one company of 
solétera. This fort is clos» to the Platte River. four miles below 
the head of Grand Islands; and when built, in 1848, the land was 
owned by the Pawnee Indians. Now, of course, the land has 
changed hands, and instead of belonging to the poor Pawnees, 
hae passed into the possession of the States and forms а part of 
Nebraska. 

“Prom the Missouri River to Fort Kearney, the route is easy 
—— from this point the diffloulties increase. Tre geutly- 
un g ridges and valleys are exonauged for a rough and sandy 
country, thinly timbered and scantily watered, forcing the traveller 
to keap on the banko of the Platte River.

al cas been well known. Important treaties with the Indians 
have been made here; end, a fow yesra ago, а treaty was made 
which caused the assemblage of twelve thousand Indians, and then 
was inirodoced the small end of the wedge, which has since 
вегуед to move them quite out of the way. 

“Leaving Fort Laramie we leave other pleasant things, and ex- 
change moderately good roads and abundance of grass, for hilly 
and rocky mountaiu-peths and very scanty berbage. Our poor 
animals begin to show signs of suffering directly. Instead of being 
able te reat at night, they have to wander about in search of grass ; 
and in the morning, half filled and still tired, have to commence 8 
day's work still harder tbau thet of yesterday. And when we bave 
to leave the Platte, we exchenge its pure water for that of springs 
which sre called poison springs, and are іп reality bad enough to 
have kad their origia in the lower regi ns, in the usual double 
дерге of the term.

In 
Virginia Grant was effectually foiled by Lee, and it is only natural 
tbat Sherman, alter winning kis own game, should erdeavour to 
reinforce his less fortunate colleague. That such is his ultimate 
design appears probable from the direction of his recent move- 
ments. He advanced without delay from Colamble ia the direction 
of Richmond, and if, as is now reported, he has turned towards the 
seacoast, that may perhaps be with the view of makiog Wilmington 
the base of his operations. Boener or later, however, it ig anticipated 
that he will move upon Petersburg and Richmond, there to combine 
his forces with the army of Virginia. But between him and 
Virginia lies а Oonfederate army now placed once more under the 
command of Johnston, the same general who, if he could not defeat 
Sherman, at least gave him more trouble then any other antagonist. 
Johnston, too, is а/о falling back upon ni»hmond; so that in the 
end, if these movements should produce the result antioigated, the 
forces of each belligerent will be concentrated in Virginis for cne 
mighty battle.

The conduct of & banker in such a 
case was fully discussed а long time ago, when the айына of Mr. 
Hammersley, of Pall- mall, were investigated after bis death. That 
gentleman had lost large sums of money by the failure of some 
country correspondents, but the rest of hig customers be- 
lieved him to be solvent, and he continued his banking 
business. When he died, many years giter, it was 
found that his assets had been inaufflolent to mest bis 
Hiabilities throughout all that long interval, but by prudence 
and energy he had saved almost enough to make up the deficiency, 
and had he lived a few months longer his estate would have been 
solvent. It was impossible not to feel pity for the man carrying 
his secret about with him, toiling and saving, and hoping ageinst 
hope that his life might be prolonged till his solvency was secured 
but justice condemned what humanity would fain have exoused-

The deceased duke, who was born on the 28 d October, 
1811, was regarded as the halt brother of the present Em- 
peror of the French, bolog the reputed gon of Queen Hor- 
tense and the Count de Flahault. He assumed the name 
of the Count de Moray, в French nobleman resident at 
the Isle of France (Mauritius), who is said to keve received 
800,000 francs foradopting him ав 6 son. He was educated 
under the osre of his вар) mother, the scoom- 
plished Madame de Fishsult, also known as Mademe de 
Souza, from her second marr with a Portuguese noble- 
man of that nume, and placed іп the institation Muron, 
where Edgar Ney was among his classmates redi — 
ciency in gtudy wee remerkable, and ho was early introduced 
into soolety, where he was much noticed on account of his 
elegant and winning manners. It ie relatea that on one

GARDENING OPEBATIONS FOR THE WEEK. 

FLOWER GARDEN —Al hough cold, the weather for the time of 

cer bes generally set iu favourable fog out-door work. Bed- 
ing-out plante, such as scarlet кош í 
gentes Ko, should be removed to a cold frame to harden them 

or out-docr planting at the proper time. Oontinue to put in 
cuttings of very choice dahslies. Pot off chrysenthemume when 
well rooted. Stout cuttings of fuschias from old plents will now 
strike freely in & gentle bottom heat. Continue to plent climbers 
Sow nasturtiums; plant out pansies; make new plantations of 
violeta; sow polyanthuses, or divide roots for increase and plant the 
offsets. Commence mowing lawrs, and attend to walks es advised 
last week. 

Tron GARDEN.—- Earth up carly oropa of broad beans, fret 
sprinkling the sides with soot to keep the stems from slugs; slso 
wake additional sowings. Sow рево for succession; also redishes 
Spanish onions, osrrote, endive, and cres. Got in principal crop 
of potatoes. Plant out winter sown lettuce, and prick opt spring 
sown; the same of caulifiowere. Sow brócoli. Pot off tomatoes 
as goon аз they are fit to handle.

“Hon. E Barksdale, House of Kepresentstives, Richmond. Bir, 
I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 
Ich instant, with zeferemee to the employment of negroes as sol- 
dieas. I thick the measure not only expedient, bot necesesry. 
The enemy will сегшіпіу use thom againet us if he can get posses- 
sion of them, and es his present numerical superiority will enable 
him to penetrate many parte of the country, I cannot ses the wis- 
dom of the polioy of holding them to await his arrival, when 
we шау by timely action sad jadicious mausgement use them 
to arrest bis progress. I do mot think chat опг white 
tion өза aupply the neosssitiee ої в long war without 
overtaxing ite capacity end impesing great enfferiag upom 
our people, вой I believe we should provide resources for ® pro- 
tracted struggle, not merely for a battle or for a campaign. In 
ans wer to your second question, I сап enly sey that, ia my opinion, 
the negroes, under proper circumstances, Will make cff dent soldiers. 
I think we oould af, least do as well with thom as the enemy, and 
bo attaches gre&t importance to the т assistance. Under good « flicers 
and good instraotion, I do not see why they should not become 
They possess al! the physiosl qualifications, and their 
habite of obedience constitute a good foundation for discipline. They 
furnish в more promislag material than mapy armies of which we 
тебі in history which owed their efficiency to discipline alone 
I think those who are employed should be freed. it 
would be neither just вот wise, ia my opinion, to require them to 
nerve as sloves. The best о -urse to pursue, it seoms to me, would 
be to call for such as are willing to come with the consent 
of their owners. An ітргевшепі or draft would not be 
likely to bring out the best class, and the use of coercion 
would make the measure distasteful to them and to their owaers. 1 
have no doubt that if Congress would authorize their reception into 
service, aud empower the President to call upon individesis or 
States for such as they are willing to contribute with the condition 
of emancipation to all enrolled, a sufficient number would be forth- 
coming to enable us to try the experiment. If it prove succesefal, 
mast of the objections to the measure would disappesr, and if indi- 
viduals stil! remained unwilling to send their negroes фо the army, 
the force of public opinion iu the States would soon bring sbout 
auch legislation ae would remove all olstacles. I think the matter 
should bo jeff as faras possible to the people and to the States 
which alone сап legislate as the necestitics of this peculiar service 
ms: өң еселі As to the mode of organising them, it should be loft 
ав rom restraint as possible.
